^ith the growth of the Assembly, however, the mem- 
Ijjjjfrship of the executive body was increased to tea 
1922. the extra seats being allotted to the smaller 
Ittktknu. so that six members were chosen each year. 
SB* new scheme enlarged the Council to a member- 
witrip of fourteen, by giving Germany a per m anent 
aflat—making five permanent members—and increaa- 
jjag the number of non-permanent seats from six to 
ISi&ie. Some opposition to this proposal developed
